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MALLARDS 
Jones County 
North Carolina 


This is a brief history of the Mallards 
of Jones County in the state of North 
Carolina. 


Peter (Pierre) Malarde was born. 
about 1689, abroad, and came to 
America in 1700 with his father Jean 
(John) Malarde and two other children 
with two boat loads of Hugenots that 
came from London,.England, They land- 
ed in a little Indian settlement called 
Manikintown, Virginia in 1700, This 
settlement was on the James River, the 
poundary line between Virginia and 
North Carolina, and consequently the 
settlement was often referred to as 
the James City settlement. In 1707, 
Peter paid tithings to the parish in 
which he lived being taxed 1 tithe and 
1 1/2 bushels of wheat, He was again 
taxed in 1720, 1 tithe and 1 1/2 bushels 
of wheat. These two items were taken 
from Vol. 12, pages 241 and 245 (Vestry 
Book of King William Parish, James 


City, Va.), Cavaliers and Pioneers 

of Virginia. In the Colonial Records 
of North Carolina, Lawson wrote that 
the remnants of that group of French 
Hugenots together left Virginia in 
1707 and went to Craven County in 
North Carolina and settled at the mouth 
of the Trent River where it enters 
into the Neuse River, calling their 
little settlement James City after 
James City, Virginia. This settlement 
later was enlarged by a group of 
Palatines,. In 1711, it was attacked 
by the Tuscarora Indians and no one 
knows how many of these people were 
killed. After the massacre, the re- 
mainder of the settlers moved up the 
Trent River, The first record that 
has been found on Peter Malard in 
Craven County is dated 1729, In the 
Council of Journals, Book of Colonial 
Records, page 342, in Pack Library, 
Asheville, N. C., Peter Mallard was 
granted 160 acres of land in Craven 
County on February 20, 1739. The 
following is an abstract of his will 
found in New Bern, Book of Old Wills, 
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Deeds, Powers of Attorney and Inven- 
tories, page 32. It is also recorded 
in the North Carolina Archives, Raleigh, 
North Carolina. 


"], Peter Mallard, being sick and 
weak do make this my last will and 
testament. Body to be buried at 
wife's discretion. 


To my wife, Rachel--~-- during her 
natural life, 100 acres, including 


the plantation I now live upon on 
Craven County, one feather bed and 
furniture, one iron pot and hooks, 

and an equal child's part of all ny 
other movables with equal share of 
cattle, hogs, sheep, horses and mares 
that shall be or maybe alive at the 
day of her marriage to be divided at 
the discretion of John Richards or who 
he shall appoint, 


To my son, George=---100 acres, being 


part of the tract whereon I now live 
with equal child's share or part of 
all my estate not given already to 
his mother to be divided by John 
Richards, oR

My will and desire is that whereas my 
wife having several small children to 
maintain and but a small estate to 
support her self and them..ecoceccee 
I desire that the same may be equally 
divided amongst my children at the 
discretion of the aforesaid John 
Richards," 

Will dated 3 May, 1741. Proved by 
the oath of Nathaniel Parrott.

Witnesses to Will: John Huddler, 
William Reasser, and Nathanial Parrott. 
1767, Sept. 9----Joseph Mallard 
witnessed a deed from Richard Brock 

to Thomas Godley in Onslow County, 
North Carolina, 


1769, Craven County---The Tax List 
Gives John Mallard, George Mallard, 
Daniel Mallard and Peter Mallard, 
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These all evidently were the children 
of Peter Mallard and it is probable 
there was a daughter or two, 


Daniel Mallard, born 15 December, 
1731 in Craven County, North Carolina, 
married Elizabeth Blount and they had 
12 or 13 children, His will names 
one child, a daughter, Kesiah, Later, 
when his sons were grown, in one of 
his deeds, his wife, Elizabeth, signs 
the deed with him. Whether she was 
the mother of all his children or part 
of his children is not known. A 
Mallard cousin, now dead, Mrs. Sol 
Topping of Belhaven, North Carolina 
(Sophronia Barfield was her maiden 
name) said that a Mallard ancestor 
(her great grandmother) was a Blount. 
Francis Blount in 1747, helped in the 
administration of the estate of Peter 
Mallard, This Francis Blount could 
_ possibly have been the father of 
Daniel Mallard's wife or possibly her 
brother, He lived on a farm or planta- 
tion with lines joining John Andrews 
on Mussel Shell Creek. This Francis 
Blount was the son of Thomas Blount of 
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Craven County, North Carolina, whose 
son Jacob had two sons who were gover- 
nors of Tennessee, A Deed of Gift in 
New Bern, connects Francis Blount of 
Thomas Blount. This Francis Blount 
had a daughter who was the wife of the 
older John Andrews and they were the 
parents of John Andrews, Ivy Andrews, 
Daniel Andrews, and a daughter, 
Catherine Andrews, who married a Mr, 
White and probably was the one who 
lived in the Katie White House, John 
Andrews had 3 other daughters and 
another son, Francis Andrews, Two 

of the boys died at the same time. 
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CHILDREN OF DANIEL MALLARD TAKEN 
FROM GIFTS, WILLS, AND FAMILY 
TRADITION: 


1. Sarah Mallard: Born 1759 ca. 
Married William Harrison, They 
had a number of children among 
whom were Daniel and Thomas, 

Both of these boys married Andrews 
girls. . 


2. Rachel Mallard: Born April 1, 
1760, Married Levi Moore, born 
November 4, 1758 in Craven County 
N.C., son of Matthew Moore, and 
they moved to Duplin County, N.C. 
They had a number of children. 


3. Lawson Mallard: Born January 
10, 1762. Died September 27, 

1839, Married Nancy Colvert, born 
in 1765 and died October 21, 1843, 
daughter of John and Tamar Colvert. 
Lawson fought in the Revolutionary 
War. Had a son, Daniel Mallard, 
porn 1795 and died about 1849, He 
married twice, the first time to 
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a girl believed to be a Swan, They 
had one daughter, Elizabeth Swan 
Mallard, both January 1, 1820 and 
died May 3, 1889. Married on March 
17, 1839 Robert Handcock, son.of 
William and Mary Sears Handcock, Jr. 
Daniel's second wife was Lucy, ‘They 
had three children; 

1. Nancy Mallard who married a 
Handcock 

2. Martha Mallard, born in 1830 
married John H. Hutson (Hudson) on 
June 22, 1854. 

3. Elender Mallard, born in 
1832, married William Hardy Mallard, 
son of John Marion Mallard and Anna 
P. Cox (also called McKinney. ) 


Daniel and Lucy also had a daughter, 
Loney Mallard who married a McDaniel. 


4, Peter Mallard: Born 1764 ca, 
Never married, Fought in the Revolu- 
tionary War and came home safe and 
sound, One Sunday afternoon, he 

and several friends were "fooling 
around" with a cannon, They loaded 
to fire the cannon and it backfired 
killing Peter, : 
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5. George Mallard: In 1795 married 
Esther Hobbs, They moved to Ft, 
Barnwell, South Carolina to live. 
His will probated October 30, 1812 
mentions six children: 


1. Daniel 
2. Dewring 
3. Sarah 
4, Rachel 
5. Nancy 


6, Hester 


6. Shadrach Mallard: Probably 
never married as he willed his 
property to his niece and nephews: 
Mary (Polly) Harrison, Daniel 
Harrison and John E,. Harrison, 


Ts Daniel Mallard: No record, 
It is believed he went south with 
George, 


8. Daughter Mallard: Married 
Stephen Harrison, They were the 
grandparents of John E. Harrison 
who married Susan Mallard, daughter 
of John M,. Mallard and half sister 
to William Hardy Mallard. It is 


al 
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believed that Daughter died before 
Stephen as she was not mentioned 
in his will. Stephen's land was 
divided in 1851. Those who in- 
herited were: 

a Mary Harrison, his daughter 
Ze John £, Harrison, his 
grandson, He was the son 
of Wealthy. 
3. Francis Smith, his grandson, 
He was the son of Nancy and 
Thomas Smith, 


9. John Marion Mallard: Born 1778 
ca, Married three times, the first 
two times to two sisters who were 
Whites. It is believed that John 
and the first Miss White had two 
children, One was called Johnnie, 
who at age six was killed by light- 
ning. Nothing is known about the 
other child, 


His second wife was pregnant and 
nearing the time her baby was to 
be born. She went to the woodpile 
at dusk to bring in wood and was 
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bitten by a snake and died before 
dawn. 


The third time he married Ann Cox 
McKinney, who was a widow with three 
children. These children were: 
1. Mary Jane Cox 
2. Frances Ann McKinney ~.'".. 
3. William m Hardy McKinney /” ay 
John adopted the last two children, 
Thus the known children by these 
two persons, including all children 
were: 
1, Johnnie Mallard: Son of the 
‘first Miss White. Died at age six, 
2. Baby Mallard: Child of the 
first Miss White. No information. 
3. Mary Jane Cox: Born 1818, 
Daughter of Anna P, Cox and Peter 
Mallard (Amyett). At 10 years of 
age was living in the home of 
Durant McDaniel. 
4. Frances Ann Mallard: Born 
1819 ca, Daughter of Anna P, Cox 
or McKinney. Married Hardy Pollock, 
born 1812, 
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5. William Hardy Mallard: 
Born: October 21, 1821 and died 


November 3, 1891. Married the 
first time to Elender Mallard, — 


daughter of Daniel and Lucy Mallard.

John Nethercutt's wife, Susan, was 
also related. John and Viana had 
three children: 
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
